Among the measures with which the 
Imperial German parliament will be 
called upon to deal in the course of the 
present session is a bill for tlie abolition 
of paragraph liW of the penal oxle, 
which makes blasphemy punishable by 
three years' Imprisonment with hard 
labor. Neither iu Belgium, Italy, Hol- 
land nor IVance U it coru.ldered neces- 
sary to make blasphemy a penal of- 
fense, and, indeed, the only three 
countries of any importance where the 
offense is still regarded as a crime are 
Austria, Great Hritaln and tier-many.

It Is proposed that the suite of rooms 
on the second floor of the war depart- 
ment, in the north wing of the build- 
ing, formerly occupied by the 
secretary of war, shall be con- 
verted into a business office for the 
president. They are handsomely deco- 
rated, admirably adapted for the pur- 
pose, and the only objection is their 
northern exposure. There Is a large 
ante room, a general reception room, or 
business office, and also an adjoining 
room for private consultation. The latter 
would sfnrd the president and some of 
his callers an opportunity for a few 
words of confidential ctmversatio 
privilege not enjoyed under the present 
arrangements ut the white house. 

There are said to l>e precedents for 
such a course, and the case of Andrew 
Johnson, shortly after the death of 
Abraham Lincoln, is the most recent 
citation. Mr. Johnson, instead of tak- 
ing possession of the official apartments 
of the executive mansion and transact- 
ing his business there, established 1 a 
private office in the western win"; of the 
treasury department in the rooms now 
occupied by the controller of the curren- 
cy or the director of the mint. There 
he received his btlslnsn cullers and 
transacted the bulk of his executive
